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The Old Testament Teaches 
Christians Ought to Tithe

“And he gave him tithes of all.””—Gen. 14:20. 
“... all that thou shalt give me I will surely give the tenth unto 


thee.”—Gen. 28:22. 


“And all the tithe of the land, whether of the seed of the land, or 
of the fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s: it is holy unto the Lord.’—Lev. 


27:30. 


“Will a man rob God? Yet ye have robbed me. But ye say, Where- 
in have we robbed thee? In tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed with a 
curse: for ye have robbed me, even this whole nation.”’—Mal. 3:8, 9. 


Yes, Christians ought to tithe. 
That is not all they should do, for 
Christians should give offerings 
also. But I believe we can show 
from the Bible that the minimum 
standard set for Christian giving 
is the tithe or one-tenth of net in- 
come. 


The tithe was the Lord’s in Old 
Testament times. The tithe is the 
Lord’s now. That does not mean 
that the rest of one’s possessions 
do not belong to God, for they do. 
The rest of our possessions belong 
to God also, and we should ac- 
knowledge that. But at least God 
has special requirements about the 
tithe, and the duty of tithing is a 
Bible doctrine, as I sincerely be- 
lieve Christians who follow this 
study carefully will see. 7 

Do you believe that tithing was 
for Jews, but not for Gentiles? Do 
you believe that the tithe was due 
to God under ceremonial law, but 
not outside the law? I believe I 
can show you that a Christian 
ought to love the Lord as much as 
a Jew, one under grace ought to 
give as freely and joyfully as one 
under law, and that God will bless 
tithing now just as surely as He 
blessed it in Old Testament times. 

In fact, I think we can show 
from the Bible that the New Tes- 
tament clearly teaches that there 
ought to be giving in proportion to 
one’s income, and certainly giving 
which would be not less than the 


minimum tithe. But that is for the 
next Chapter. Here I want to show 
the teaching in the Old Testament 
that Christians should give one- 


tenth of their net income to God | 


as well as free will offerings. 

Let the reader understand that 
this is no sad, exacting, legalistic 
matter that we will study. Rather, 
this is the way to joyful Christian 
experience, to relief from worry 
and fret about financial matters, 
the way to security, the way to 
constant joy and thankfulness for 
God’s happy care. Tithing Chris- 
tians are usually among the hap- 
piest Christians in the world; and 
you will do well to enter this study 
with a joyful heart, eagerly look- 


ing forward to see what God wants } 


His children to do and how He 
promises to bless them in the mat- 
ter of Christian giving to support 
His cause. 


I. Abraham and Jacob, Before

It is true that Israel, under the 
Mosiac law, was commanded to 
give tithes. But that does not 
mean that tithing is necessarily 
ceremonial. The Ten Command- 
ments, given by Moses, include a 
summary of all moral law, and 
many commands of moral law 
were given by Moses which were 
never ceremonial.

For example, the law against 
murder and the requirement that 
the murderer should have the 
death penalty, was clearly given 
to Noah just after the flood. God 
said: 

“And surely your blood of your 
lives will I require; at the hand 
of every beast will I require it, 
and at the hand of man; at the 
hand of every man’s brother will 
I require the life of man. Whoso 
sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed: for in the 
image of God made he man.” 
Gen. 9:5, 6. 

Then God incorporated this same 
law in His command to Israel. In 
the Ten Commandments Israelites 
were commanded, ‘“Thou shalt not 
kill” (Exod. 20:13). And the law, 
given through Moses, clearly re- 
peated the death penalty, “He 
that smiteth a man, so that he 
die, shall be surely put to death” 
(Exod. 21:12). You see, just be- 
cause a thing was incorporated in 
the Mosaic law is no sign that it 
is not likewise required in other 
ages, and of other people. 

For example, it is just as wrong 

to lie, to steal, to commit adultry, 
to kill, now as it was in the days 
when Jews lived under the Mosaic 
law. 
, So we find that although the 
tithe was incorporated in the Mo- 
saic law, the tithe had been given 
to man before the tithe principle 
was taught and practiced, before 
the Mosaic law. 

Abraham is called the friend of 
God. He was a man of great faith. 
God gave him wonderful promises 
—that his seed should be as the 
sands of the seashore and as the 
stars of the sky for multitude, and 
through his seed should all the 
nations of the earth be blessed. 
We are plainly told of Abraham, 
“And he believed in the Lord; and 


he counted it to him for righteous- 


ness” (Gen. 15:6). Then in the 
New ‘Testament Abraham is held 
up as an example to all of us, 


showing that sinners, in New Tes- 
tament times just as in Old Testa- 
ment times, were justified by faith. 
“For what saith the scripture? 
\braham believed God, and it was 
counted unto him for righteous- 
ness” (Rom. 4:3). Then the rest of 
Romans, chapter 4, tells us how 
Abraham was justified by faith be- 
fore God gave him circumcision, 
and that the ceremonial circum- 
cision was simply a token, a re- 
minder of the justification, the 
salvation which Abraham already 
had by faith. 

Now Abraham is the first may 
mentioned in the Bible of whom it 
is clearly said that he brought 
tithes. The story is told in Gene- 
Sis 14:18-20 as follows: 

“And Melchizedek king of Salem 
brought forth bread and wine: 
and he was the priest of the most 
high God. And he blessed him, and 
said, Blessed be Abram of the 
most high God, possessor of heav- 
en and earth: And blessed be the 
most high God, which hath deliv- 
ered thine enemies into thy hand. 
And he gave him tithes of all.” 

Abraham brought tithes to the 
priest of the most high God. We 
do not know that Abraham regu- 
larly brought tithes to this priest, 
Melchizedek. But we .do know 
that he offered sacrifices, and it 
seems a fair inference that he 
tithed regularly, that he brought 
God the firstfruits of his flocks 
and a regular proportion of his 
increase. Certainly in this one 
case Abraham was a tither. 

Jacob, Abraham’s grandson, was 
also a tither. After he had stolen 
his brother :Esaw’s birthright and 
left home for safety, he slept one 
night with aéstone for a pillow at 
Luz, later called Bethel. As he 
slept, God gave him a dream of a 
ladder set up to Heaven and the

We would not regard the tithe, 
then, as essentially ceremonial. 
Abraham tithed (Gen. 14:20) be- 
fore he was circumcised (Gen. 17: 


10-27). And Jacob’s tithing seems 
net to have been just a ceremony. 


To him it was a matter of heart 
devotion. He vowed that God 
would be his God. that Bethe!

At least Jacob did not tithe as a 
part of the Mosaic law, for Moses 
was not yet born, and he himself 
was yet to become the father of 
the twelve patriarchs who later 
founded the twelve tribes of Israel.

In careful detail the Pentateuch 


tells how the Hebrew people were |

The 
Jew was under obligation to bring 
a tithe of his increase, but I do 
not have any such obligation to 
God. The Jew owed God more 
than I owe him’? Can you say 
that? Every Jew under the Mosaic 
law had to recognize that the tithe 
of all his income belonged to God.

What was the basis in the Old 
Testament of God’s right to the 
tithe? God is the owner of all 


of all things. All things are His. 
To give a tithe in Old Testament 
times certainly gave acknowledge- 


the Lordship of Christ. Doesn’t the 
obligation for Christian living to- 
day rest on the same basis? The 
tithe in the Old Testament was 
the Lord’s. Is there any sensible 
person today who could say that 


the tithe of one’s goods does not 
‘belong to God? 

In Old Testament times people 
might pay rent as a token that the 
_land they used belonged to anoth- 
er. They might pay interest on 
money as a token that the money 
they used belonged to another. 
The same principles obtain today. 
|'When we pay rent, we acknowl- 
.edge the ownership of the prop- 
-erty and his right to returns on 
the property. When we pay inter- 
est, we acknowledge the owner- 
ship of the borrowed money and 
the owner’s right to some return 
for the use of his money. Just so, 
'tithing is a token that God owns 
everything, that we love Him and 
‘want to give a token of our ac- 
knowledgment that all we have be- 
‘longs to Him. The eattle on a 
‘thousand hills were God’s in Old 
Testament times. And the cattle 
on all the hills of the world today 
belong to God also. It was God 
who gave men power to get wealth 
in Old Testament times. It is God 
'who gives men power to get wealth 
now. 


What is there in the hearts of 
men that makes them want to 
give less than a tithe, makes them 
want to withhold for themselves 
what they have? Is it not cove- 
tousness? Well, it was the same 
sin of covetousness and self-seek- 
_ing and unbelief in God’s promises 
‘of blessing that kept people from 
tithing in Old Testament times. 
They robbed God because of cove- 
tousness and unbelief. We rob God 
for the same reasons today. 


Almost always when a person 
insists that he believes tithing 
was only for Old Testament saints, 
was ceremonial law and is not re- 
quired of Christians today, it is not 
that he has a better way of giving 
than the tithe, it is not that he 
gives more, it is not that he loves 
God more, or has a more blessed 
way. People who do not believe in 
tithing almost always believe in 
giving less than the tithe, not 
more! Arguments against tithing 
are usually from people who give 
less than a tithe and who, with 
covetous hearts, would withhold 
from God the larger gifts which 
the tithe and offering basis would 
require,

fallibility of the Bible. 


My mother, who has since gone 
on to be with the Saviour, put her 
arm around my young shoulders 
and prayed, “Lord, I thank You 
for my preacher boy. Help him to 
always preach the Bible.” That 
was eighteen years ago, and I have 
never been tempted to preach any- 
thing else. 

In the Bible you have the an- 
swer to life’s problems. You can 
depend upon what you read from 
its sacred pages. As strange as it 
mav seem, Jesus chose Judas to 
fulfill the Bible prediction, and 
this helps prove the Bible to be 
the Word of God. And that is not 
all. There are still other reasons 
why Jesus chose Judas. 


It Proves the Deity of Christ 


We are told by Jesus that the 
reason He chose Judas was also 
to prove to His disciples that He 
was the Christ. The disciples had 
difficulty believing that Jesus was 
the Christ at the beginning. Jesus 
gave them proof. Said He, “Now 
I tell you before it come, [the be- 
trayal of Judas] that, when it is 
come to pass, ye may believe that 
I AM HE” (John 13:19). Jesus 
wanted His disciples to know that 
He was God. Jesus is God. There 
can be no doubt about that. Jesus 
wanted them to know that He was 
their God. He left no doubt as to 
His identity. He was and is and

Who but Wod could create 


worlds and organize solar systems! 
Who but God can forgive sins! 
Jesus Christ proved by His works 
that He was God. Only God could 
foretell the future with perfect 
accuracy. “And many other signs 
truly did Jesus in the presence of 
his disciples, which are not written 
in this book: But these are writ- 
ten, that ye might BELIEVE 
FHAT JESUS IS THE CHRIST, 
THE SON OF GOD; AND THAT 
BELIEVING ye might have life 
through his name” (John 20:30, 
31). 

The doctrines of the divine

spiration of the Bible and the 
deity of our Lord and Saviour 


Jesus Christ are fundamental cor- 
nerstones of the Christian faith. 
If either be false, we might as well 
close our churches, burn our Bibles 
and kiss our hope of Heaven good- 
by. But, thanks be unto God, both 
are true and can be proved be- 
yond any shadow of doubt. Not 
only do the works of Jesus prove 
His deity, but also His WORDS. 
Who but God could truthfully say, 
“Come unto me all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden and I will 
give you rest.”” Who but God could 
possibly say, “I am the bread of 
life.” And again, “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man 
cometh to the Father, but by ME.”

Hebrews, we are told 


“God, who at sundry times and 
time 


past unto the fathers by the pro- 
phets, Hath in these last days 


spoken unto us by his Son, whom 


he hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also he made the 
worlds; Who being the bright- 
ness of his glory, and the express 
image of his person, and uphold- 
ing all things by the word of his 
power, when he had by himself 
purged our sins, sat down on the 
right hand of the Majesty on 
high.’—Heb. 1:1-3. 


Faith in the deity of the Son of 
Man was fundamental to Chris- 
tinaity. Carnegie Simpson, in The 


Fact of Christ, says that when 
Jesus put to His first disciples the 
question, “Whom say ye that I 


am?,”’ and Peter answered, “Thou 


art the Christ,” on the strength 


'of that reply the Master affirmed 
His 
'Church. And from that time every 


purpose of building’ His 


true disciple and apostle defended 


to the utmost the utter deity of! 
the Man from Nazareth. And, as 

to confirm Him in this claim, 
God compelled three worlds to 


bear their testimony to its truth- 
fulness. From Heaven a voice was 
heard, “This is my beloved Son 
in whom I am well pleased.’ On 
earth one testified, “Truly this 
was the Son of God.’ And the 
devils out of Hell said, “Jesus, 
thou Son of God, what have we to 
do with thee?’’ 

Henry Van Dyke but voices an 
evident fact when he says, “The 
early Christians looked at God 
through Christ; they did not look 
at Christ through a preconceived 
idea and a logical definition of 
God. The true development of 
theology, to put the matter plain- 
ly, was not abstract; it was per- 
sonal and practical. The doctrine 
of the Trinity came into being to 
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meet an imperious necessity. That 
necessity was the defense of’ the 
actual worship of Christ, the act- 
ual trust in Christ as the unveiler 
of the Father, which already ex- 
isted at the heart of Christianity. 
It was recognized instinctively 
that the loss of this trust, the 
Silencing of worship, meant the 
death of Christianity by heart 
failure. Every speculation which 
threatened this result; every the- 
ory of human nature or the divine 
nature which seemed to separate 
the personality of Christ from the 
personality of God, was regarded 
by the Church as dangerous and 
hostile. Every attempted §state- 
ment of theological dogma which 
appeared to obscure or to imperil 
the reality and the eternal validity 
of the unveiling of the Father in 
the Son was resented, and a coun- 
ter statement of theological dog- 
ma was tramed to meet it.” 

Hence, we have John in his first 
epistie saying of Christ, 
“This is the true God, and eterna! 
lite” (I John That the 
meaning ofl Statement, 
“Believe in believe also 
in me’'’—as son, His 
revelation!

The 
law taught men the justice of God; 
the lamb slain on Jewish altars 
typified the mercy of God to be 
manifested in “the Lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world.’ 

It is only as we see God in Jesus 
that the expectation of mercy is 
excited. As ‘Thomas’ Babington 
Macaulay said, “God, the uncreat- 
ed, the incomprehensible, the in- 
visible, attracted few worshippers. 
The philosopher might adore so 
noble a conception, but the crowd 
turned away in disgust from words 
which created no image in their 
mind. It was before the deity, em- 
bodied in a human form, walking 
among men, partaking of their in- 
firmities, leaning on their bosoms, 
weeping over their graves, slum- 
bering in their manger, bleeding 
on the cross, that the prejudices 
of the synagogue and the doubts 
of the academy and the pride of 
the portico and the forces of the 
lictors and the swords of thirty 
legions were humbled in the dust.”’ 
Aye, and it is only before such 
deity that men fall, smiting their 
breasts, saying, “God be merci- 
ful,’ in any spirit of expectation. 
This precious truth His Word de- 

clares, 

And all His mercies prove; 

While Christ, th’ atoning Lamb, 
appears 

To show that God is love. 

“Believe in me’ as the minister 
of His grace. No one disputes that 
“srace”’ as well as “truth” “came 
by Jesus Christ.” For. if 
through the offense of one many 
be dead, much more the grace of 
God, and the gift by grace, which 
is by one man, Jesus Christ, hath 
abounded unto many” (Rom. 5: 
15). What is this that we hear 
that Jesus Christ was the minis- 
ter of the circumcision only? God 
forbid! The surest foundation for 
heresy of teaching is a detached 
text. When Paul wrote, 


“Now I say that Jesus Christ 
was a minister of the circumcision 
for the truth of God, to confirm 
the promises made unto the fath- 
ers,” 
he did not stop, but added, 

“And that the Gentiles might 
glorify God for his mercy; as it is 
written, For this cause I will con- 
fess to thee among the Gen- 
tiles ... ”—Rom. 15:38,9. 

Paul, writing to the Hebrews, said,

“Now of the things which we 
have spoken this is the sum: We 
have such an high priest, who is 
set on the right hand of the throne 
of the Majesty in the heavens; A 
minister of the sanctuary, and of 
the true tabernacle, which the 
Lord pitched, and not man... He 
hath obtained a more excellent 
ministry, by how much also he is 
the mediator of a better covenant, 
which was established upon better 
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promises” (Heb. 8:1,2,6)

2). There are days. in which men 
often discuss the descent of the 
Son of Man and ministers make 
much of the necessity of it, wheth- 
er applied to His first or His sec: 
ond coming. But has it not oc- 
curred to us that the ascension of 
Jesus into the Heavens is just as 
fundamental to all spiritual life 
and progress? Think of the re- 
sults of. the ascension of Jesus! 
It demonstrated His 
gin. The logic of Christ's words 
made so profound an impression 
upon the minds of men that even 
His enemies were compelled to 
say, “Never man spake like this 
man.” The deeds of Jesus were 
as relentlessly logical as was His 
language. He professed to have 
come from above, but what proof 
had man of it? No one on earth 
had ever seen Him in the Heavens, 
and His generation by the Spirit 
was not observable. Who will take 
stock in the testimony of Mary, 
His mother, in view of the fact 
that women for ages had coveted 
this very experience, and some had 
even claimed it? There was an oc- 
casion when Jesus said to a pal- 
sied man, “Thy sins be forgiven 
thee,’’ and the unbelievers scoffed 
the suggestion, saying, “Who can 
forgive sins but God?,” and de- 
rided His words as blasphemous. 
And to prove His right to speak 
them, Jesus said to the sick of 
the palsy, “Rise, take up thy bed 
and walk,” attending His com- 
mand with imparted power, and 
giving a demonstration to the eyes 
that could not be derided nor even 
doubted. He did not argue the stib- 
ject of His divine origin; He prov- 
ed that He had come down from 
Heaven by going back to it again. 
And if no one saw Him come 
down, hundreds looked upon Him 
as He “‘went up.” No event in the 
life of Jesus ever gave such a per- 
fect demonstration of His deity 
as did His ascension into Heaven. 
The resurrection from the grave 
even was not so unanswerable an 
argument as His departure to the 
upper world. Other men have been 
resuscitated; no other man, save 
Jesus of Nazareth, ever ascended 
at will. It was not the man from 
Nazareth who made many .con- 
verts; it was not even the Christ 
of the cross who convinced Jewish 


divine ori- 


leaders, but it was the ascended 
Jesus who won Saul of Tarsus, 
overturned Judaism, swept the 


Roman Empire for His Church, 
mastered the Gentile world, and 
gave to the earth a Christian civil- 
ization. O. P. Gifford says, “The 
sea on the Maine coast beats it- 
self into a white foam against the 
rocks; the rocks abide, and visitors 
are amused by the struggle. Fie 
upon those philosophers who are 
wasting their mental tides upon 
the Rock of Ages!” The ascension 
of Jesus of Nazareth puts past dis- 
pute His deity, and lends all need- 
ful weight to the words of the 
apostle, “The first man is of the 
earth, earthy: the second man is 
the Lord from heaven.”

Christ is the Way to Heaven. 
The man that takes any other 
path than that which leads by the 
cross will never come to the wick- 
et gate of the Celestial City. John 
Bunyan’'s allegory no more clear- 
ly affirms that as the fact than 
the Scriptures teach the same. Oh, 
that the Unitarian world, made up 
of good men and bright women, 
but Satan-deluded, could be 
brought to give audience to Jesus 
while He says, “No man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me.” Oh, 
that the men and the women who 
are going after the fads of the 
present moment, after sciences 
that are not Christian, and Chris- 
tianity that is not scientific nor 
scriptural, could be led to give 
audience to Peter while he, speak- 
ing by the Spirit, says, “This is the 
stone which was set at nought of 
you builders, which is become the 
head of the corner. Neither is 
there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, where- 
by we must be saved” (Acts 4: 
11,12). It is not in Heaven that 
we are to find God; but 
God, manifest in Jesus, 
are to find Heaven. 

Christ is also the truth of God. 
“In the beginning was the Word.”’ 
Dr. Dale truthfully reminds us of 
the fact that Jesus did more than

pel to preach. Apart from Christ 
there is no Gospel. To preach Him 
is to preach the Gospel, and while 
we speak of men as set free by 
the truth, we mean that He is the 
truth; hence the meaning of 
Isaiah's prophecy, 


“The Spirit of the Lord God is 
upon me; because the Lord hath 
anointed me to preach good fid- 
ings unto the meek; he hath sent 
me to bind up the brokenhearted, 
to proclaim liberty to the cap- 
tives, and the opening of the pri- 
son to them that are bound.”— 
Isa. 61:1. 


When Christ said, “Ye _ shall 
know the truth, and the truth 
shall make you free,’ He meant, 
“You shall know Me, and in Me 
your freedom will be found.” 


Christ also is the Life Eternal. 
“T am the Life.”’ There is a natur- 
al life apart from Christ; but the 
life everlasting and blessed is by 
Him and by Him alone. I have 
sometimes wondered if there is 
not an intimate relation between 
Christ the way, Christ the truth, 
and Christ the life. Truth is to 
the moral world what the sun is 
to the physical; it is its light. 
Hence Christ could say, “I am 
come a light unto the world.’ 
Light is absolutely essential to 
life. Produce perfect darkness and 
death is the result. Light on the 
other hand not only produces life, 
but accomplishes health. Medical 
men are now insisting that the 
diseased live not only in the open 
air, but under God’s sunshine. Dr. 
Bethune once defined life as 
“God’s power in us.” “And in him 
is no darkness at all.” Someone 
“We give ourselves too 
much to making a living. God 
gives Himself to making a life.” 

If we would live, there is but
